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More Taxes— 
Or Less Spending ?

News dispatches trom Washing- 
ton report that growing numbers of 
Congressmen, largely from the agri- 
eultural districts, are announcing 
their determination to stem the tide 
of rising taxes. 

From the same source come re- 
ports of mounting living costs. 

Probably the one statement ex- 
plains the other. For, as the pro- 
testing Congressmen realize, high 
cost of government and high cost of 
living are indissolubly linked. They 
rise or fall together. And both levy 
their heavy toll at the same source 
—the income and savings of the 
American worker and earner. 

How can that toll be reduced? 

Advocates of a lighter burden of 
taxation offer the obvious an- 
swer: “Reduce government expendi- 
tures.” Backed by official statistics, 
they point out that even though 
more tax money is pouring into the 
Federal coffers than in earlier years, 
outgo still exceeds income. 

Cut the outgo, they insist, and 
taxes will not have to be increased. 
They may even be lessened, thus 
hastening the progress of recovery 
and widespread re-employment. 

The American people are doing 
their part by paying taxes which, 
directly or indirectly, cut deeply into 
every worker’s pay envelope and 
every housewife’s budget. 

It is not too much to ask that 
their representatives at Washington 
do their part, too, by eliminating 
umnecessary extravagance — even 
though political jobholders and 
polit'-.1 futures be endangered in 
the p° cess. 

There seems, in fact, no other 
choice. As a member of the Senate 
Finance Committee recently remind- 
ed his colleagues: 

“It will be imperative that we im- 
pose heavier taxes if we do not cut 
@own expenditures.” 

Like the Senator, the workers and 
earners of America know from bitter 
experience on whom those taxes will 
fal.

Fires Is Made 


Fire Institute At Davis 
Attended By Nearly 
Two Hundred 


An urgent appeal to the farmers 
of California to take all due pre 
caution against fire, so that the 
widespread destruction from this 
source in the rural areas in 19386 
shall not be repeated, was the is- 
sued today by Professor Wood- 
bridge Metcalf, extension forester 
in the University of California. 

The appeal followed the holding 
of a Fire Institute at the Branch 
of the University College of Agri- 
culture at Davis, which was at- 
tended by nearly 200 state and 
United States forestry officials, 
fire district oficials, city and coun- 
ty fire chiefs and corporation fire 
prevention excutives. It was said 
that the organization of fire dis. 
tricts and fire-fighting units was 
not yet far enough advanced to 
warrent anything put the greatest 
caution all along the line, although 
considerable progress had been 
made in this regard in the last 
half dozen years. 

In his appeal Metcalf urged 
farmers to see that their gasoline 
and oil supplies were stored at a 
safe distance from any building. 

Gasoline and oil are now the 
principal cause of farm fires, he 
said. An expert inspection of all 
electric wiring, fusing and outlets 
was also urged. 

Farmers were advised not to 
stack hay when it is too wet und 
not to throw oil-soaked rags 
around promiscuously. He sug- 
gested that large grain fields be 
cut into smaller units by fire- 
breaks. 

Rural San Diego County and the 
Cleveland National Forest had 
an almost perfect fire prevention 
record last season, Professor Met- 
calt said. The district around Bak- 
ersfield is also well protected, with 
some eleven trucks ready for rural 
fire service. Orange county and 
San Mateo county have effective 
year-round rural fire services and 
Yolo, Kings and Merced counties 
have developed a good series of 
fire districts, lack of funds has pre- 
vented the north coast counties 
from doing as much as they would 
like to do, but progress is also 
being made there.

DRAIN RADIATOR 

Spring is an appropriate time 
to have the radiator drained and 
flushed in order to assure free cir- 
culation of water. The fan and 
water pump also should be check- 
ed. A slipping fan belt may cause 
an overheated motor. If the belt 
is noticeably worn it is advisable 
to replace it with a new one. The 
old belt can be carried as a spare. 


Carbon removal jobs should mot 
be postponed. While the car may 
seem to perform fairly well with- 


out removal of carbon deposits un 
valve seats frequently cause leaky 
valves loss of power and damage 
to the seating faces of the valves. 


Motorists should carry an extra 
fan belt and examine the old one 
frequently for wear and _ stretch- 
ing. 


A leaky radiator is both a 
source of annoyance to the driv- 
er and danger to the motor. If the 
motor becomes over-heated seri- 
ous damage may result, 

A clogged muffler will cause 
the engine to overheat. 

When the engine vibrates ex- 
cessively the cause may be traced 
to loose motor leg bolts.

In that most wonderful of all 
sermons, the Sermon on_ the 
Mount, our Way-shower, Christ 
Jesus, said (Matthew 6:24), “No 
man can serve two masters,” clear- 
ly showing that we cannot put our 
reliance on matter and material 
methods and still avail ourselves 
of the true and enduring substance 
which does not fail.
